ing in exhausted conditions of the system, 
against vicissitudes in the weather; and to 
their poverty, which keeps them strangers to 
necessaries uud comforts.” 

They then affirm that the venereal disease, 
“which probably did once make considerable 
havoc among this people, seems note so far 
have worn itself out that we seldom see it, 
recently contracted, except about their har¬ 
bors, and there not extensively, and very few 
deaths from it have Occurred in our practice. 
Neither do we perceive that this disease ma¬ 
terially retards the increase of population on 
these islands.” 

This report, coming from a body of scien¬ 
tific physicians, who could have had no ob¬ 
ject but the truth, and the most of whom had 
practiced for years among the natives, must 
be regarded as conclusive, as far as it goes. 
But the question still recurs:— 

“ W hat is there in the wide range of human 
influences, that will account for such a degree 
f^ignoraiice, poverty and recklessness of life, 
among a people naturally sprightly and intel¬ 
lectual, inhabiting a country of excellent soil, 
with a mild climate, a good market at their 
doors, and where religion prevails to the ex¬ 
tent of numbering about one-fourth of the 
population as members of the church? The 
withering word ‘OPPRESSION’ is the only 
one in the English language that can stand as 
an answer to this question.” 

li) a word, the people of the Sandwich Is¬ 
lands are and ever have been SLAVES to 
their chiefs, and are so still, ill part, because, 
although nominally protected by law, they 
have no right in the land, and cannot enjoy 
their own euriiiii«'S, 

Dr. Lafou shows the reason why this work 
of depopulation did not take place long ago. 

It was because these islands were held by 
several chiefs, often at war with each other; 
and as the strength of each chief depended on 
the number of his followers, a certain care 
was exercised over the people, to provide for 
their wants. But when the whole were re¬ 
duced under one king, this necessity, and this 
cure, ceased, because the chiefs no longer felt 
tfie same dependence on fhe people. Thus it 
appears that, with the mass of the people en- 
fteved, peace is more desolating than war. 

He also explains the difference between the 
slavery of South Carolina and that of the 
Sandwich Islands, to account for the fact that 
Population increases under the former and 
tarnishes under the latter:

The abolition of Slavery, were it once con¬ 
ceded by the Southern States, would he no 
bo .°" ‘°. the Planters themselves than 
the degraded beings who are held in bondage. 

1 or they themselves are subjected to a slave- 
iy, which no mail ofa well-constituted mind, 
who has any regard to his true happiness, 
could long endure. And 1 am persuaded that 
many of them, along with their families,m oan 
'■• tier its etpls,although they would not choose 

acknowledge it. Let us consider for a mo¬ 
ult the evils to which the slaveholder is 
himself subjected. 

1. Ignorance is one result of the system of] 
slavery. The children of Planters, being 
brought up in idleness, can with difficulty be 
brought tu subject themselves to the study 
and labor requisite for acquiring a liberal ed¬ 
ucation and substantial knowledge. They 
have too high an opinion of their own dignity 
to submit to scholastic rules, and the laws 
and arrangements of well-regulated seminar¬ 
ies; and hence they are not unfrequently oblig¬ 
ed to be expelled from academical institutions 
on account of proud, ungovernable tempers 
and vicious habits. 

2. Slavery has a most powerful effect upon 
the morals, particularly on the morals of the 
young. “The whole commerce between 
master and slave,” says Mr. Jefferson, “is a 
perpetual exercise of the most boisterous 
passions; the most unremitting despotism on 
one part, and the most degrading submission 
on ihe other. The parent storms; the child 
looks on, caiches the lineaments of wrath, 
puts oil the same airs in the circle ot smaller 
slaves, gives a loose to the worst of passions; 
and thus nursed, educated, and daily exercis¬ 
ed in tyranny, cannot but be stamped by ii 
with odious peculiarities. The man must lit 
a prodigy who can retain his manners and 
morals undepraved by such circumstances.’ 
The licentiousness of manners produced by 
ihe illicit intercourse of ihe whites wiih their 
slaves is so general and notorious that 
quires only to be mentioned to excite abhor¬ 
rence. This practice, says Miss Martineau, 
wrung from the wife of a planter, in the bit¬ 
terness of her heart, the declaration that “a 
plamer’s wife was oniy-the chief of the haremJ 
Mr. Madison avowed that the licentiousness 
ol Virginian plantations stopped just short of 
destruction; and that it was understood that 
’he female slaves were to become mothers at 
fifteen. And planters, as it is well known, 
sell iheir own offspring to fill their purses and 
gratify their avarice. 

3. Slavery is fatal to domestic tranquillity 
ml peace. The mistress of a house who 
ias the government of slaves, and who is 

obliged to keep the keys of every depository 
in her pocket, is continually harassed by the 
negligence, indolence and unfaithfulness of] 
her household slaves; who, conscious that 
they are laboring not for themselves but for 
others, will avoid the labor assigned them as 
much as they can with safety to their hacks, 
and this circumstance is a source of provoca¬ 
tion that ofteu instigates them to furious lan¬ 
guage, outrage and cruelty. The intemper¬ 
ance, treachery and lewdness of slaves, and 
other low vices of which their children are 
daily spectators, and the woes and heart¬ 
breaking of mothers, who are frequently forc¬ 
ed to weep and wail over the Corruption of 
heir children. 

4. Idleness, with its concomitants, is anoth- 
sr result of slavery. For in all slaveholding 
States, labor, being the business of slaves, is 
held as disgraceful, and therefore when par¬ 
ents are desirous of training their offspring to 
habits of industry, they find it almost iinprac- 
•icable, both on account of the habits of their 
dnldren, and the light in which labor is view¬ 
ed by the society around them. And as man 
was formed for action, and as exercise is nec¬ 
tary for enjoyment of health and spirits the 
constitution of siaveholding people must be 
debilitated, and they must ultimately become 

ickly and short-lived. 

In short, slavery tends to foster a spirit of 
cruelty and outrage; and the children of slave¬ 
holders, from their infancy, being habituated 
to witness the scenes of cruelty around them, 
become cullous, and the tender sensibilities of 
their nature are naturally blunted. It fosters 
a spirit of despotism and tyranny. It trains 
up a number ofyoutig despots in every fami¬ 
ly, who consider they have a right to com¬ 
mand and to flog at their pleasure every 
household slave, whether old or young ; a 
disposition which is inconsistent wiih the 
genius of every free government, and particu¬ 
larly with the principles of republicanism.— 

It blinds the understanding, so that reason 
lannot hold its empire when the question of 
slavery is under discussion. It hardens the 
heart against the woes and sufferings of hu- 
y,and frequently gives rise to the most 
furious and malignant passions.

One Passage in a Defensive War. 


“I never made a war but in self-defence.” 

[Napoleon, at St. Helena.] 

It was a melancholy scene which attracted 
the attention of the observer in the public 
streets and squares of Kowno, on the night of 
the twelfth of December, 1812. Scarce twen¬ 
ty thousand men,—the wretched remains of 
four hundred thousand warriors—the flower 
of Europe, who, hut six short months before, 
had rashly undertaken the proudest aud most 
useless of all expeditions—the Campaign of 
Russia—were, on that dreadful night, seen 
reeling around their camp fires, in all the 
frantic stupidity and horrible convulsions of 
despair and insanity. The horrors of that 
ni"-lit were doubly increased by the fearful 
scenes that wore enacted in the principal 
sciuare of Kowno. On every side, were piles 
of broken casks which the soldiers in their 
pin-envy had pillaged from the magazines and 
from the liquors they contained, a pool had

Fourteen long and dreary days, had tnose 
haggard remnants of tho mightiest aud mos 


ill-fated army ever congregated on earth since 
the days of Gambyses, urged on their bloody 
retreat, harrassed on every side by the impet¬ 
uous, savage, and deadly sallies of flying 
squadrons of Cossacks, and by the murderous 
discharges of Russian artillery' which were 
constantly poured down upon them. The af¬ 
fecting scenes at the bridge of Beresina,where 
many hundreds were smothered and crushed 
to death in the frightful contention to gain a 
crossing, and where thousands upon thous¬ 
ands were lost beneath the waves; the terri¬ 
ble slaughter at Wilna, where more than 
twenty thousand soldiers, whose weakness 
prevented their escape, fell into the hands of j 
the Allies—these were but a small portion of 
the heart-rending scenes which contributed to 
the terrors of that fourteen days’ march in 
the retreat of Napoleon. From Wilna to the 
banks of Niemen, says Labume, 

“The route was covered with soldiers, who 
longer retained the human form, and 
whom the enemy disdained to make prison¬ 
ers. Some had lost their hearing, others 
their speech, and many by excessive cold and 
hunger, were reduced to a state of frantic stu¬ 
pidity, in which they roasted the dead bodies 
of their comrades for food, or even gnawed 
their own hands and arms! Some were so 
weak, that, unable to lift a piece of wood 
or roll a stone towards the fires which they 
had kindled, they sat down on the dead bod¬ 
ies of their comrades, and with a haggard 
countenance steadfastly gazed upon the burn¬ 
ing coals.—No-sooner was the fire extinguish¬ 
ed, than these living spectres, unable to rise, 
fell by the side of those on whom they had 
We saw many who were absolutely in- 
To warm their frozen feet, they plun 
ed them naked into the middle of the fire.- 
Some, with a convulsive laugh, threw them¬ 
selves into the flames and perished in the most 
horrible convulsions, and uttering the most 
piercing cries; while others equally insane, 
immediately followed them, and experienced 
the same fate.” 

Truly, the words of St. Paul were fearfully 
verified, “Destruction and misery are on their \ 
ways." 

Let the reader bear in mind that all the na¬ 
tions were professed Christians,' who 
engaged in the campaign which exhibited such 
scenes as that ..described above. Yes, they, 
were profefsed Christians who thus steeped 
so many acres of earth in human blood, and 
as competent authority has shown, swept 
eternity Five Hundred Thousand Vici 
during that single campaign. What a fact to 
be presented at the bar of that God whose 
gospel is “ peace and good will to men!’' O,

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


In the House of Representatives on Tues¬ 
day, the 18th inst., Mr. Stephenson of Bos- 
i, offered the following order, which was 
:1 on the table and ordered to be primed: 
Ordered’ That the committee to whom 
s referred the message of the Governor, 
upon the subject of ihe treatment of Samuel 
“ uar in South Carolina, be directed to report 
the Legislature, resolves to the following 
effect: 

That Massachusetts is restrained from fur¬ 
ther present action in behalf of her citizens 
imprisoned in South Carolina, solely on ac¬ 
count of their color, and from the exercise of] 
her powers to protect the commerce ofhercit- 
izeqs by her unwillingness to do the slightest 
violation to the Constitution of the U. S., the 
protection of whirh is claimed for her own cit¬ 
izens in tiie premises,having by her establish¬ 
ed authorities interfered to prevent access to 
ihe courts of the United States in their own 
territory, it becomes the duty of the general 
government to afford the citizens of our Com¬ 
monwealth while in another State, ail the 
rights guaranteed to them by the Constitution 
of the United States. And that Massachu¬ 
setts now demands and will continue to de¬ 
mand, i hat the general government make such 
change in the jurisdiction of the federal courts, 
n- such provisions by law, as will enable any 
itizen of Massachusetts, who may hereafter 
be imprisoned in any other State, solely on 
account of his color, to urge his claims to lib¬ 
erty and protection in the courts of the United 
States; and that our senators and representa¬ 
tives be requested to lose no opportunity ofj 
urging this subject upon the consideration of 
Congress.’ 

The House then took up thespeeial assign¬ 
ing being the declaration and resolves on

THE SLATE POWER—TEXAS. 

We give below an article from the N. Y. 
Express, which contains some highly interest¬ 
ing statistical facts, illustrating the power of 
the Southern, or slave influence in this coun¬ 
try, which will be greatly increased by the 
annexation of Texas to this country. It 
should be read with attention : 

Editors.—I read with great inter¬ 
est, your reply of the 26th inst. to the asser¬ 
tion of the N. Y. Courier, that the South 
Would acquire no political strength from tho 
annexation of Texas: and that the Represen¬ 
tatives of the Free States in Congress would 
lever permit the admission of another Slave 
State into the Union, unless in connexion with 
a free State. 

If tiie present ratio of representation ^here¬ 
by five slaves are counted to three free¬ 
men, increase the political strength of the 
South, it is difficult to understand why the 
application of this ratio on a greatly enlarged 
scale will have no influence oil the power of 
the slaveholding interest. On this subject, the 
following facts, but little known to the public, 
may prove instructive. 

In the Presidential election of 1840,

In 1842, Mr. Upshur, Secretary of the Na¬ 
vy, being called on, by the Senate, to state 
the rule adopted hy him in appointments in 
the Navy, reported (10th March) that, “The 
rule followed by myself, and which is under¬ 
stood to be the rule of the office, distributes 
the appointments among the several States 
ccordiug to their representation in Congress, 
soon discovered that the rule could not be 
pplied. From Rhode Island there was no 
application, and from several of the new 
States the applications, in many instances, - 
were unsupported by proper testimonials, so 
that the due proportion of those States could 
properly be appointed. This rendered 
necessary many appointments at large, as it is 
called.” The Secretary appends to his re¬ 
port a list of 191 appointments made by him 
up to the date of the report; together with 
the States from which they were taken. It 
appears that the application of the rule gave 
to tiie free states 69 officers.

But it was possible, that hereafter, a North- 
n Secretary might apportion appointments 
according to the free population of the states. 
To guard against such an event the Senate 
the same session added a clause to the Navy 
Appropriation bill, requiring appointments of 
Midshipmen to be made according to “feder¬ 
al numbers;” thus giving the slaveholders a 
representation for their slaves in the Navy, as 
well as in Congress. This clause passed 
without a division. It was registered in the 
House. The Senate, however, insisted on 
the clause, and a Committee of Conference 
appointed, which resulted in the abandonment 
of the clause. So much for the independence 
of Northern Senators in resisting the en- 
•oaehment of the slave power.
